tribute in gold. It is the latter portion of 
the Kanshnt territory which has been oconpied 
by the Kasbgarians. The letter proceeds to 
state that although Kanshut has. nob. been 
entirely under tho supremacy of Qhina it is 
belioved by some Chinese officials that the oa- 
oupation announced above will havean unfavour- 
able effect upon the relations between China 
and England.
